This announcement was made 
by Dr. Henry C. Smiley, distiict 
health officer, following receipt 
of a copy of a letter from Coun 
ty Counsel Harold W. Kennedy 
to the Board of Supervisors in 
which the Counsel expresses 
such opinion.

According to Kennedy, the 
last State legislature amended 
the Government code to read: 
"In counties having a popula­ 
tion in excess of 400,000, county 
officers shall keep their offices 
open for the transaction of busi­ 
ness dm ing such hours and on 
such days as are fixed by the 
board of supervisors by ordi­ 
nance."

The ordinance passed by the 
Los Angeles county supervisors 
calling for the closing of County j 
'iffices on Saturdays became ef­ 
fective Dpc.
